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ATA braces for 
education cuts 


Difficult budget. Print 
and TV ad campaign 
warns public ofimpact 
on students 


Fearing upwards of $200 
million in cuts to education 
in next week’s provincial 
budget, the Alberta Teachers’ 
Association (ATA) plans to 
launch an advertising cam¬ 
paign on the same day the 
budget is released. 

The print and television 
advertising campaign will 
warn the public that cuts to 
education will hurt the prov¬ 
ince’s students. 

“When we heard the ru¬ 
mours of cuts to education, 
our provincial executive de¬ 
cided we need a campaign,” 
ATA president Carol Hender¬ 
son said Thursday. 

On Tuesday, the ATA re¬ 
jected a last-ditch contract

proposal from the province, 
stating it was worse for teach¬ 
ers than a proposal the associ¬ 
ation shot down in December. 

After more than two years 
of talks an agreement has still 
not been reached. 

The television portion of 
the ATA’s campaign is sched¬ 
uled to launch on March 7, 
the same day the province 
unveils the budget. The print 
portion will launch on March 
11 . 

Henderson warned teach¬ 
ers Thursday at the Greater 
Edmonton Teachers’ Conven¬ 
tion of potential cuts once the 
budget is released. 

“We are concerned. We’ve 


heard that it could be upwards 
of $200 million of the educa¬ 
tion budget, and that’s 2,000 
teachers,” Henderson told a 
room packed with teachers. 

Education Minister Jeff 
Johnson also attended the 
convention and, in between 
chatting with teachers, he 
told media there is a “very dif¬ 
ficult budget coming down” 
next week. 

Henderson said the sched¬ 
uled advertising campaign 
will educate viewers about 
cuts to the education budget 
and classroom conditions. 

“It’s just trying to build an 
awareness with the public, 
this could be happening and 
it could affect your child and 
public education is well sup¬ 
ported in Alberta,” Henderson 
said. 

“We just believe that soci¬ 
ety has a right to know. Our 
communities need to know 
this is happening.”

Privacy. Minister’s email to teachers being probed 



Alberta’s Education Minister 
says despite an investigation 
into emails he sent to teach¬ 
ers, he will continue to con¬ 
tact the province’s teachers 
using their email addresses 
until he is told otherwise. 

On Thursday, Alberta’s 
Information and Privacy 
Commissioner Jill Clayton 
launched an investigation 
into emails sent Feb. 6 from 
Education Minister Jeff John¬ 
son to the province’s 30,000 
teachers. 

Clayton said she wants to 
determine for herself, and 
teachers, whether the emails 
were sent in compliance 


with the FOIP act. 

Johnson said while he re¬ 
spects the investigation, he 
will continue to contact the 
province’s teachers if needed. 

“Until we’re told, ‘Hey, you 
know, you made a mistake, 
you crossed the line,’ we’re 
going to keep doing it because 
there’s a lot of value in it,” he 
said. 

Johnson defended the 
move stating the ministiy 
is responsible for regulating 
the profession and holds the 
rights to certify teachers. 

“We need to be able to 
communicate with teachers 
about their profession, so it’s 


entirely appropriate that the 
minister would take those 
contacts that are residing 
within his ministry to com¬ 
municate with professionals 
about the profession that he’s 
responsible to regulate,” he 
said. 

Edmonton high school 
teacher Chris Ferguson said 
he doesn’t think the first 
email was acceptable and is 
glad the matter is being inves¬ 
tigated. 

“I’m glad they’re looking 
into it because there’s a grey 
area about how he got our 
contact information,” Fergus¬ 
on Said.

U of A pres calls for 
new f unding model 


Support for institution. 

Indira Samarasekera 
says cuts would be 
disastrous for the school

The University of Alberta’s 
president called for a new 
funding model for her insti¬ 
tution Thursday and said the 
province can no longer afford 
a one-size fits all model. 

In her state of the uni¬ 
versity speech, Indira Sam¬ 
arasekera said her school 
is different and needs to be 
treated that way. 

“It’s time, I think, for a 
funding model that recog¬ 
nizes that Alberta’s research 
institutions — and its flagship 
institutions in particular — 
have much different demands 
and needs.” 

Samarasekera said ru¬ 
moured cuts to university 
funding would have a lasting 
impact. She said the univer¬ 


sity is preparing for the possi¬ 
bility it won’t receive a prom¬ 
ised two-per cent increase, but 
significant cuts would have 
lasting damage. 

“If the cuts are deep they 
would have undone the in¬ 
vestments of the last five or 
six years,” she said 

Donna Wilson, president 
of the school’s academic staff 
association, said even if there 
are cuts, she hopes the uni¬ 
versity is measured in its re¬ 
sponse. 

“I don’t see that we need 
to immediately jump in and 
look at how we are doing 
things and ruin perhaps what 
is a very good university,” she 
said. 

Undergraduate Student 
Union president Colten Yam- 
agishi said he is concerned 
about the idea the university 
could move to a more research 
based, graduate institution, 
because he doesn’t believe it 
would be good for the school. 

“I look at our public insti¬ 
tution as something that is 
meant to serve Albertans and 
Canadians as a whole.”

Needs more time 


Inquiry head 
accuses health 
minister of 
interference 

The head of Alberta’s queue¬ 
jumping inquiry is accusing 
Health Minister Fred Home 
of interfering with its 
work by setting unrealistic 
deadlines. 

Commission head John 
Vertes told the inquiry 
Thursday that Home wrote 
him a letter on Feb. 19 re¬ 
jecting Vertes’s request for 
an extension on the April 
30 deadline to submit his 
report to the legislature. 

Vertes said logistical 
problems and extra evi¬ 
dence make it impossible 
for him to submit a full 
report by then. 

“Anyone familiar with 
the history of commissions 
of inquiry in Canada — 
both federal and provincial 
— knows that requests 
for an extension of time 
are not unusual,” Vertes 
said in Calgary after the 
commission finished calling 
witnesses. 

“To reject such a request 
is unprecedented. 

Vertes said he knew in 
January that the commis¬ 
sion would go overtime and 
asked Home on Jan. 22 for a 
six-month extension. 

He said Home’s rejec¬ 
tion letter didn’t arrive until 
a month later and did not 
give reasons for saying no. 

Vertes said he could 
have shut down the hear¬ 
ings at that point and met 
the April 30 deadline with 
an “incomplete” report, 
or continued the hearings 
knowing he’d be late with 
his summation. 

He chose the latter. 

Vertes said he has asked 
Home to reconsider. 

In an interview, Home 
declined to comment on 
the reasons for the initial 
refusal, citing cabinet con¬ 
fidentiality. He said he will 
take Vertes’ latest request 
back to the table. 

“We will carefully con¬ 
sider it,” said Home.

Hurry! Hard! 

Canadian men's 
curling championship 
kicks off Saturday

The best of the best in curling 
have descended upon Edmon¬ 
ton as the city gears up to host 
its sixth Brier. 

“It’s the largest curling 
event in the world, and it’s 
always done extremely well 


in Edmonton,” said Warren 
Hansen, director of event oper¬ 
ations with the Canadian Curl¬ 
ing Association. 

The 2013 Tim Hortons Brier 
runs Saturday through March 
10 at Rexall Place, with the 
winning team moving on to 
represent Canada at the world 
championships. 

“We’ve got certainly three 
of the best teams in the game 
today in Kevin Martin, Jeff 
Stoughton and Glenn How¬ 
ard,” said Hansen. “If we look 
at the past number of years, 
with the addition of Kevin Koe, 
those are the four teams that 
have won all the Briers since 


(Randy) Ferbey in 2005. 

“I would expect, barring 
some unforeseen circum¬ 
stance, it would be one of those 
teams in the end that would be 
the winner.” 

The city set a record for 
tickets sold back in 2005 with 
280,000. The expectation is 
200,000 this time around. 

“It draws players and spec¬ 
tators from coast to coast,” said 
Rob Krepps, curling manager 
and head coach at Edmonton’s 
Saville Centre, which serves 
as the national training cen¬ 
tre and is the largest curling 
club in the world with 2,000 
members. “And it really makes 


whatever community is host¬ 
ing it the centre of curling for 
that week. 

“And Edmonton is probably 
curling mecca anyways, in all 
honesty.” 

The city has 12 clubs includ¬ 
ing the Saville Centre. Most 
have six or eight sheets (the 
Saville Centre has 10), and run 
a number of leagues, school 
programs and corporate op¬ 
tions that keep the ice full 
seven days a week. And while 
many have banners on their 
walls, most are recreational 
clubs that have been running 
for half a centuiy or more. 

“I think our curling facilities 


have been well managed over 
the years,” said Cathy Craig, 
general manager of the Jasper 
Place Curling Club. “Running 
a curling club is an expensive 
proposition. Our utility costs 
are kind of unimaginable for 
most people, so ... we’ve just 
had to come up with lots of 
creative ways to fill our curling 
clubs up to make the money 
to keep them going. And then 
that just makes (them) stay 
healthy.” 

Garry Stevenson, general 
manager of the Shamrock Curl¬ 
ing Club, said the number of 
curlers is actually down across 
northern Alberta, but that his 


club had “a tremendous re¬ 
juvenation” this year due to ad¬ 
vertising, promotion and put¬ 
ting “people out into the field.” 

He thinks more of that, fa¬ 
cilitated by official curling or¬ 
ganizations, would help push 
numbers back up and fix aging 
buildings. 

In the meantime, the local, 
national and even internation¬ 
al spotlight on the Brier can’t 
hurt. 

“It’s probably the closest to 
something like a Grey Cup,” 
said Krepps. “Where people 
come and watch it, and want 
to be a part of... the spectacle 
of it all.”

This may be Kevin Martin’s 
12th time competing in the 
Brier, but it will be the first 
time in front of a hometown 
crowd. 

Martin, from Lougheed, 
Alta., will skip lead Ben 
Hebert, second Marc Ken¬ 
nedy, third John Morris and 
fifth — his son — Karrick 
Martin during the 2013 Tim 
Hortons Brier at Rexall Place 
Saturday through March 10. 

Martin holds many titles, 
including that of a world 
champion and Olympic gold 
medallist. He is also a four¬ 
time Brier champion, and if 
he wins it all again March 10, 
he will be the first skip to do 
so five times. 

“For us, the expectation 
is always the same — try to 
win,” said Martin, 46. “But 
the teams, with (Glenn) How¬ 
ard, (Jeff) Stoughton, (Brad) 
Gushue, (Brad) Jacobs ... it’s a 


deep field of teams. 

“I don’t think that matters 
to us; there’s nothing we can 
do about that. We just have 
to get out there, play a high 
percentage, and just make it 
tough on other teams. It is 
a real tough field, but that’s 
fun.” 

The crowd, full of home¬ 
town and home province 
fans, as well as family and 
friends, is going to make it 
that much more fun. 

“I’ve heard from a lot of 
people, be it by email or Twit¬ 
ter or a phone call, (saying) to 
me ‘We’re here!’ ‘Our family 
is coming in!”’ said Martin. 

“I’m from a couple hours 
east and the guys are from 
all over the place, so we’ve 
got family and friends com¬ 
ing in from all over the place, 
so that’s a good thing. Then I 
guess the other part is you’ve 
somehow got to say focused 


still.” 

Martin has won at Rexall 
Place before — during 2009 
trials for the 2010 Olympics 
— but said this experience 
will be very different. 

“The trials are so differ¬ 
ent, way more tense 
he said. “You could 
have heard a pin 
drop during that 
game.

City council will be asked to 
take the next step forward on 
the downtown arena project, 
with a smaller than initially 
planned community-revitaliz¬ 
ation levy (CRL). 

The proposed levy, which 
needs provincial approval, 
will help fund the city’s con¬ 
tribution to the downtown 
arena project along with 
other, as yet unidentified, pro¬ 
jects designed to spur growth 
and development in the area. 

City administration is rec¬ 
ommending the levy cover a 
smaller area than initially pro¬ 
posed, removing some of the 
major office towers between 
100 Street and 102 Street. 

The smaller footprint 
means less revenue for the 


• The city plans to commit 
about $140 million from 
the community-revital¬ 
ization levy toward the 
costs of the downtown 
arena and winter-garden 
pedway. 


city. Last year, the city estimat¬ 
ed in a low-growth scenario 
the arena would boost neigh¬ 
bouring property values and 
bring in an additional $800 
million, but that is now down 
to $600 million. 

In their best-case scenario, 
the arena adds another $1.1 
billion in property tax to city 
coffers, down from $1.6 bil¬ 
lion estimated last summer. 

City manager Simon Fair- 
brother said they believe that 
area of downtown is already 
substantially developed and 
won’t necessarily see the 
same boost from the arena. 

“It was felt we should look 
at areas that would clearly 
benefit from urban renewal,” 
he said. 


Fairbrother said the city 
has been working closely 
with the province and they’re 
hopeful it will be approved. 

“We believe that this is a 
CRL that the province would 
find acceptable and it is con¬ 
sistent,” he said. 

Coun. Kim Krushell, an 
arena supporter, said the 
change won’t impact her 
feelings, because the city still 
brings in more from the arena 


than it spends. 

“The real concern would 
be if the CRL didn’t generate 
enough revenue to pay for our 
obligations,” she said. 

Coun. Kerry Diotte, who 
voted against the deal, said 
the fluctuation in projections 
worries him. 

“It is a no-brainer that an 
arena will generate some ac¬ 
tivity, but I really wonder how 
much,” he said. 


Seven Edmonton skiers are 
replacing boots, jackets 
and skis after a fire ripped 
through a B.C. resort and de¬ 
stroyed their gear.

The trees in Churchill Square 
wore a skimpy covering of 
snow and the cement looked 
icy enough to slip on, but noth¬ 
ing could stop the 20 Edmon¬ 
tonians from enjoying it. 

Not even the frail, steel, 
presumably freezing chairs 
below them could chase them 
away. In fact, a slick young 
male seemed so warmed by 
the atmosphere that he even 
removed his puffy red jacket. 

If this doesn’t sound like the 
lifeless wintertime Churchill 
Square you know, that’s be¬ 
cause it isn’t. 

It’s the Churchill Square the 
City of Edmonton wants you 
to know, the one they hired 
Kasian Architecture Interior 
Design and Planning to dream 
up as part of its Civic Precinct 
plan, unveiled this Tuesday. 

It was a big week for down¬ 
town development news. Aside 
from the $50-million 20-year 
plan to give the area around

Innocent appreciation 


Churchill year-round pedes¬ 
trian appeal, there was the 
philanthropist-backed down¬ 
town arts campus, which came 
out to the public like a surprise 
party. 

Like the precinct, it empha¬ 
sizes public spaces. Not only 
will there be four theatres, re¬ 
tail, offices and a U of A campus 
extension, but a public plaza. 
This one under a glass dome. 

Even though the humans 
in these conceptual drawings 
lacked eyes, mouths and noses, 
I related more with their blank, 
beige faces. After all, there was 
a roof above them. 

Over at the Civic Precinct 
drawings, it’s hard to say who 
they were and what brought 
them in winter. Right now, the 
Churchill Square across from 
my office looks like a still from 
the Walking Dead. 


The City and its consultants 
are making some wise addi¬ 
tions by adding a street-level 
LRT. And they’ve already or¬ 
dered some heaters. It’s a good 
start. 

They will also give Centen¬ 
nial Plaza a theme. The square 
south of the Stanley Milner 
Library will be a year-round 
square for kids, with whimsi¬ 
cal, climbable architecture and 
balloons, apparently. 

But staring at the summer¬ 
time architectural renderings, 
I wondered if the parents of 
these blurry-faced kids will 
bringing them after the leaves 
fall, the festivals wrap-up, the 
food trucks drive away and the 
snow drops. 

I’m not so sure, but I do have 
hope after sitting in a class¬ 
room with a group of second 
graders — inside City Hall. 


There was another down¬ 
town story this week that went 
unreported: The 10th anniver- 
saiy of City Hall School, a pro¬ 
gram that immerses one class 
from Edmonton Public Schools 
into downtown each week. 

The teacher, Linda Hut, re¬ 
cently brought me along on a 
field trip around the core. Over 
the period of two hours, down¬ 
town, to them, transformed 
into Narnia. 

Suddenly there was magic 
in all the things adults take 
for granted — the services, 
standout architecture, charac¬ 
ters and history (both lost and 
preserved). They lit up with the 
kind of enthusiasm needed for 
someone to be there for the 
sake of it. 

She was accomplishing 
what all parents do when they 
bring their children downtown 
— instilling an early affection 
that many jaded adults lack, 
while also debunking myths 
about inner-city crime and pov¬ 
erty. 

So maybe that’s who these 
mysterious figures are — 
they’re City Hall School’s stu¬ 
dents all grown up.

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Benedict XVI promises 
obedience to new Pope 




Emeritus. As he leaves 
the Vatican, ex-pontiff 
says he's beginning the

Benedict XVI became the 
first pope in 600 years to 
resign Thursday, ending 
an eight-year pontificate 
shaped by struggles to move 
the church past sex abuse 
scandals and to reawaken 
Christianity in an indiffer¬ 
ent world.

Guard standing at attention 
in the papal retreat of Cas- 
tel Gandolfo shut the doors 
of the palazzo shortly after 8 
p.m.

EST), 
symbolically closing out a 
papacy whose legacy will be 
most marked by the way it 
ended — a resignation.

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Afghanistan. Roadside 
bomb kills nine people, 
mostly border police 


A roadside bomb killed nine 
people, mostly border police¬ 
men Thursday in Afghanistan 
where militants continue to 
target government security 
forces taking over from with¬ 
drawing international troops. 

No one claimed respon¬ 
sibility for the bombing, but 
the Taliban and other insur¬ 
gents have stepped up attacks 
against Afghan policemen 
and soldiers in a bid to under¬ 
mine the Western-backed 
government. Afghans are in¬ 
creasingly taking the lead in 


operations as U.S. and other 
foreign combat forces pre¬ 
pare to withdraw by the end 
of 2014. 

The afternoon blast oc¬ 
curred in Dangam district 
of Kunar province, near Af¬ 
ghanistan’s eastern border 
with Pakistan, according to a 
spokesman for the provincial 
government. 

Seven border policemen 
and two civilians were killed, 
and two women were wound¬ 
ed in the attack.

Local forces ready? 


President Hamid Karzai 
insists his forces are ready to 
take control of the country’s 
security and has pushed for 
a faster handover by the 
international forces.

Rare victory for 
Serbs at Yugoslav 
war-crimes tribunal 



UN appeals judges. 

Milosevic ally Gen. 
Momcilo Perisic 
acquitted after 
being convicted and 
sentenced to 27 years 


In a stunning reversal, UN 
appeals judges on Thursday 
acquitted the former chief of 
the Yugoslav National Army 
of aiding and abetting atroci¬ 
ties by rebel Serbs, including 
the Srebrenica massacre, by 
providing them with military 
aid during the Balkan wars. 

Gen. Momcilo Perisic, 
a former close ally of ex- 
Yugoslav President Slobo¬ 
dan Milosevic, had been 
sentenced to 27 years in 
2011 after being convicted 
of crimes including murder, 
inhumane acts and persecu¬ 
tion. The judges ordered him 
freed immediately. 

The judgment is a rare 


victory for Serbs at the Yugo¬ 
slav war-crimes tribunal, 
where most of the convicted 
suspects have been rebel 
Serbs in Bosnia and Croatia. 
It also supported Belgrade’s 
often-stated assertion that it 
did not deliberately assist in 
Bosnian Serb atrocities and 


underscores how hard it is for 
international courts to pros¬ 
ecute senior officials who are 
seen as pulling the strings 
but not acting directly. 

Milosevic died of a heart 
attack in his cell in 2006 be¬ 
fore a verdict.

Kidnapped Swiss 
researcher free 

A Swiss researcher kid¬ 
napped almost a year ago 
in Yemen was released in 
good health and flown to 
Qatar, whose government 
helped negotiate her 
release, authorities said 
Thursday. 

The woman, identified 
by Swiss authorities in 
Qatar as Sylvia Abrahat, 
35, made no comment 
to reporters as she ar¬ 
rived late Wednesday at 
the VIP section of Doha 
International Airport. Her 
response to journalists’ 
questions was simply “no, 
no.” 

She was seized March 
13, 2012, in the port city 
of Hodeida, where she 
worked as a researcher at 
an institute. 

The Swiss foreign 
ministry said that she had 
been freed Wednesday.

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Ex-Harper 
spin doctor 
backtracks 
on child pom 


Apology. CBC panellist 
and University of 
Calgary professor’s 
words spark outrage 


Former Stephen Harper strat¬ 
egist Tom Flanagan is report¬ 
edly apologizing to anyone of¬ 
fended by his suggestion that 
people who view child pornog¬ 
raphy should not be jailed. 

In a statement attributed 
to Flanagan and posted on the 
CBC website, the frequent pan¬ 
ellist on the network said he 
absolutely condemns child sex 
abuse and he chose his words 
poorly while discussing the 
matter in Lethbridge, Alta., on 
Wednesday evening. 

“In an academic setting, I 
raised a theoretical question 
about how far criminalization 
should extend toward the con¬ 
sumption of pornography,” 
reads the statement posted on 
the blog of Kady O’Malley, also 
often a panellist on the News 
Network show “Power and Pol¬ 
itics.” 

“My words were badly 
chosen, and in the resulting 



uproar I was not able to express 
my abhorrence of child pornog¬ 
raphy and the sexual abuse of 
children. I apologize unreserv¬ 
edly to all who were offended 
by my statement, and most 
especially to victims of sexual 
abuse and their families.” 

Flanagan, who is a profes¬ 
sor at the University of Calgaiy, 
was giving a lecture on the 
Indian Act at the University 
of Lethbridge, hosted by the 
Southern Alberta Council on 
Public Affairs. 

In a statement, the CBC said 
it is ending its association with 
Flanagan, the Canadian press 


South Africa. Watchdog 
group to probe death of 
man dragged by police van 


They bound his hands to the 
rear of a van, and then sped 
off, dragging the slender taxi 
driver along the pavement as 
a crowd of onlookers shouted 
in dismay The man was later 
found dead. 

A video of the scene is all 
the more disturbing because 
the men who abused the Mo¬ 
zambican immigrant were 
uniformed South African po¬ 
lice officers and the van was a 
marked police vehicle. 

The graphic scenes of the 
victim struggling for his life 
shocked a nation accustomed 
to reports of police violence. 

“The visuals of the incident 
are horrific, disturbing and 
unacceptable. No human be¬ 
ing should be treated in that 
manner,” said South African 
President Jacob Zuma. 

The Daily Sim, a South Af¬ 
rican newspaper, posted the 
video footage Thursday spark¬ 
ing immediate outrage. 

The police did not seem 
at all concerned by all the wit¬ 
nesses and the presence of cam¬ 
eras as they tied Mido Macia, a 
27-year-old from neighbouring 
Mozambique, to the back of a

police vehicle, his hands be¬ 
hind his head. At least three 
policemen participated in the 
incident.

A murder probe is underway 
on the evidence that Macia suf¬ 
fered head and upper abdomen 
injuries, including internal 
bleeding, the Independent Po¬ 
lice Investigative Directorate, 
the police watchdog agency, 
said Thursday. 

The injuries could be from 
the dragging and he could also 
have been beaten later in po¬ 
lice custody.

White House to 
push justices on 
same-sex marriage 

The Obama administration 
will ask the U.S. Supreme 
Court to overturn the state 
of California’s ban on gay 
marriage and take a skeptical 
view of similar bans else¬ 
where, according to a person 
familiar with the govern¬ 
ment’s legal filing in the 
California case. 

While the administration’s 


fhend-of-the-court brief in 
the California case does not 
call for marriage equality 
across the United States, it 
does point the court in that 
direction. 

A Supreme Court ruling in 
line with the administration’s 
argument would almost 
certainly expand the rights of 
same-sex couples to wed. The 
nonbinding brief contends 
that denying gays and les¬ 
bians the right to marry vio¬ 
lates the U.S. Constitution’s 
Equal Protection Clause.

U.S. government 
worker found 
dead in hotel 

A vacationing employee 
of the U.S. Department of 
State was found strangled 
in a Rio de Janeiro hotel, 
police said Thursday. 

Rivaldo Barbosa, head 
of the Rio police homicide 
division, identified the 
victim as 38-year-old Vic¬ 
toria Tcaciuc and said she 
was killed Feb. 20. A hotel 


employee found her body 
the same day. 

Police have arrested 
a suspect who is seen in 
security camera video 
entering the hotel in Rio’s 
Copacabana neighbour¬ 
hood, Barbosa said. 

It is unclear when 
Tcaciuc arrived in Brazil, 
but Barbosa said at a news 
conference that she was 
planning to visit at least 
four other cities before re¬ 
turning to the United States 
on March 4.

Aid. U.S. to provide Free 
Syrian Army with supplies 
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Turning left? If you haven't already, drop that phone 


Drivers, beware. Trying 
to juggle a left turn 
while talking on the 
phone may be the most 
dangerous thing you can 
do behind the wheel 


Drivers who talk on a cellphone 
(even one that’s hands-free) 
while executing a left-hand 
turn at an intersection could be 
putting themselves at serious 


risk, say neuroscientists who 
imaged the brain to see how it 
copes with competing tasks. 

Making a left turn and chat¬ 
ting on the phone at the same 
time “could be the most dan¬ 
gerous thing they ever do on 
the road,” said Tom Schweizer, 
director of neuroscience re¬ 
search at St. Michael’s Hospital 
in Toronto. 

Schweizer and his research 
team wanted to see how the 
brain deals with the often com¬ 
plex task of making a left turn 
at a busy intersection (where 


most serious traffic accidents 
occur) when coupled with 
a common distraction like 
conversing by cellphone. 

The team set up a driving 
simulator, which includes a 
steering wheel, brake and ac¬ 
celerator pedals, and a simulat¬ 
ed traffic scenario on a monitor 
inside a functional MRI. The 
high-tech machine captures 
real-time images of the brain 
while a person performs a task 
or reacts to stimuli. Sixteen 
participants (seven females and 
nine males), aged 20 to 30, who

had been driving an average of 
seven years, were put through 


simulated driving tests while in 
the MRI. For consistency in the 
study, all were right-handed. 

“What you see when 
they’re doing a left-hand turn 
at a busy intersection, the en¬ 
tire brain lights up, which is 
far different from what brain 
areas are used when just doing 
straight driving or making a 
right-hand turn,” he said. “You 
have to look at oncoming traf¬ 
fic, pedestrians and lights, and 
co-ordinate all that,” he said. “It 
requires a significant amount 
of co-ordinated brain areas to 


pull that off.” 

The researchers then added 
a distraction, in this case by 
asking true-false questions that 
were stand-ins for talking on a 
hands-free cellphone. 

One question was: A tri¬ 
angle has four sides. True or 
false? 

Schweizer said simultan¬ 
eously tryingto juggle aleft turn 
and a verbal distraction (even 
a passenger speaking or a radio 
talk show) could make the traf¬ 
fic move that much more risky.

Dennis Rodman gets up 
close and personal with 
North Korean leader

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Ex-NBA star Dennis Rodman 
hung out Thursday with North 
Korea’s Kim Jong-un on the 
third day of his improbable 
journey with VICE to Pyong¬ 
yang, watching the Harlem 
Globetrotters with the leader 
and later dining on sushi and 
drinking with him at his palace. 

“You have a friend for life,” 
Rodman told Kim before a 
crowd of thousands at a gym¬ 
nasium where they sat side by 
side, chatting as they watched 
players from North Korea and 
the U.S. play, Alex Detriclc, a 
spokesman for the New York- 
based VICE media company, 
told The Associated Press. 

Rodman arrived in Pyong¬ 
yang on Monday with three 
members of the professional 
Harlem Globetrotters basket¬ 
ball team, VICE correspondent 
Ryan Duffy and a production 
crew to shoot an episode on 
North Korea for a new weekly 
HBO series. 

The unlikely encounter 
makes Rodman the most high- 
profile American to meet Kim 
since the young North Korean 
leader took power in December 
2011, and takes place against a 
backdrop of tension between 
Washington and Pyongyang. 
North Korea conducted an 


underground nuclear test just 
two weeks ago, making clear 
the provocative act was a warn¬ 
ing to the United States to drop 
what it considers a “hostile” 
policy toward the North. 

Kim, a diehard basketball 
fan, told the former Chicago 
Bulls star he hoped the visit 
would break the ice between 
the United States and North 
Korea, VICE founder Shane 
Smith said. 

Dressed in a blue Mao suit, 
Kim laughed and slapped his 
hands on the table before him 
during the game as he sat near¬ 
ly knee to knee with Rodman. 
Rodman, the man who once 
turned up in a wedding dress 
to promote his autobiography, 
wore a dark suit and dark sun¬ 
glasses, but still had on his nose 
rings and other piercings. A can 
of Coca-Cola sat on the table be¬ 
fore him in photos shared with 
AP by VICE. 

“The crowd was really en¬ 
gaged, laughed at all of the 
Globetrotters antics, and ac¬ 
tually got super loud towards 
the end as the score got close,” 
said Duffy, who suited up for 
the game in a blue uniform em¬ 
blazoned with United States of 
America. “Most fun I’ve had in a

Good timing versus 
the ticking clock: 

Two grads tell of their 
success and challenges 
in a hostile job market 


For Chris Meellcer, finding 
work after graduating from 
Confederation College’s Aero¬ 
space Manufacturing Engin¬ 
eering Technology program in 
2011 was relatively easy. 

After all, he had a job wait¬ 
ing for him at Bombardier — 
the largest aerospace company 
in Canada — before he took off 
his mortarboard. 

The 26-year-old methods 
analyst said there were a few 
factors that led him to where 
he is today. 

For one, he dropped out of 
Carleton University’s engineer¬ 
ing program in Ottawa. 

“It was not what I thought it 
was going to be, and I could see 
that with the number of people 
there, the competition was go¬ 
ing to be fierce,” he told Metro 


in a phone interview from 
Montreal, where he works. 

The program was a little too 
theoretical, so he applied to 
Confederation College in Thun¬ 
der Bay, Ont. In his last year, a 
member of Bombardier inter¬ 
viewed his graduating class for 
positions at the company. 

He, along with four other 
graduates, passed and started 
work after just one month. 

Not bad for someone who, at 
the time, was 24 and fresh out 
of college. He admits, though, 
that luck was on his side. 

“I think it was really a case 
of timing,” said Meellcer. “Bom¬ 
bardier was working on a new 
program that they were hiring 


for, and we were graduating at 
the right time.” 

With no student debt — he 
worked during school and the 
summers — he is now saving 
his money to buy a new house. 

When asked why some 
youth are struggling to find 
work these days, he, like most, 
couldn’t give a clear answer. 

However, he said it may be 
related to simple numbers. 

“When you have a ... class 
of 400 to 500 people at every 
major school in Canada, and 
you think that every year 
they’re pumping out thousands 
of engineering grads — how 
can there be demand for that 
sort of thing?” he said.

Aldin Basic, educated but unemployed 


You can count Aldin Basic as 
one of the lost — the host of 
Canadian 20-somethings with a 
university degree that struggle 
to find work in their field. 

In fact, Basic has two de¬ 
grees — one in biochemistry 
and one in psychology from the 
University of Ottawa. He got the 
latter in October 2012. 

But for the past four 
months, the 26-year-old hasn’t 
been able to get his foot in the 
door. He wants to get into phar¬ 
maceutical or biomedical sales. 

“Something where I can 
use both my theoretical know¬ 
ledge and technical skills from 
science with communication 
skills that I’ve obtained from 
psychology and business,” said 
Basic in an interview with Met¬ 
ro in Ottawa. 

After fruitlessly sending out 
more than 200 job applications 
to various places since last May, 
he decided a couple of months 


ago to try a different approach 
— investing considerable time 
in researching positions and de¬ 
veloping contacts within a de¬ 
sired company before applying. 

“I heard a statistic that says 
only 20 per cent of jobs are ac¬ 
tually advertised on job search 
engines,” said Basic. “So in or¬ 
der to increase your hit rate, 
you have to somehow become 
part of that inner circle. And 
when you’re a recent gradu¬ 
ate that has no real experience 
within the field you’re trying to 
get into, getting into that inner 
circle is very difficult.” 

Part of the problem, he said, 
is that baby boomers are stay¬ 
ing at their jobs longer while 


more grads are coming out of 
university looking for work. 

He said other stalled gradu¬ 
ates he knows have either gone 
to graduate school or have gone 
to study other degrees. But for 
him, those are no longer op¬ 
tions. 

The clock is ticking. He gave 
himself a March 7 deadline — 
his 27th birthday — to find 
work. After that, he said he will 
broaden his job search outside 
of Ottawa. 

“I want to start a family. I 
want to start helping my par¬ 
ents out at home. I want to 
start living a life right now,” he 
said. “Going back to school is 
counterproductive to that aim.” 




This ain’t our parents’ economy

ever, the barriers facing 
young people in getting a 
post-secondary education 
are increasing. In Ontario, 
tuition increased 200 per 


cent between 1991 and 
2007, according to the Com¬ 
munities Foundation of Can¬ 
ada. Ditto for Nova Scotia — 
where my parents built that 
house — and Alberta. 

But a bachelor’s degree, 
we were often told, was the 
new high school diploma, 
so off we went. And then, as 
my colleagues of the class of 
2009 emerged bleary-eyed 
from the Groves of Aca¬ 
deme, we found ourselves in 
the height of the recession. 
The economics majors ex¬ 
plained to the rest of us why 


that was bad. 

Struggling to pay off 
student debt in a tough job 
market certainly makes it 
more difficult to pursue 
those adult goals, such as 
owning a home or not eat¬ 
ing rice every meal. 

But don’t despair, soon- 
to-be-recent graduates. 
There are still many paths 
— they may just be a little 
more winding. 

“What is key is for stu¬ 
dents to get into the job mar¬ 
ket while they are in univer¬ 
sity,” explains David Lewis 


Rodas-Wright, the Univer¬ 
sity of Ottawa’s employer- 
relations co-ordinator. 

Rodas-White points to 
volunteerism, employer 
co-ops and internships —

Youth on the chopping block

If you’re young and out 
of work, you may feel the 
deck’s stacked against you 
— and some of the numbers 
agree. 

“(Youth unemployment) 
tends to hover at about 
twice the national rate,” said 
BMO senior economist Sal 
Guatieri, who notes it peak¬ 
ed at 16.4 per cent during 


the recent economic down¬ 
turn. For those 25 and over, 
it peaked at 7.3 per cent. 

Worse, according to a 
study by the Community 
Foundations of Canada, 
youth aged 15 to 24, who 
make up 16 per cent of the 
work force, accounted for 50 
per cent of the recession’s 
job losses. 

“It’s last in, first out for 
those with the least experi¬ 
ence or seniority,” Guatieri 
said. 


The good news, he of¬ 
fered, is that while youth 
employment took the big¬ 
gest hit when the job mar¬ 
ket tightened, it’s also on a 
faster rebound. 

“The youth unemploy¬ 
ment rate has fallen twice as 
fast as the adult unemploy¬ 
ment rate since peaking,” 
he said. “It’s just that it, of 
course, peaked at a much 
higher level.” 

He advises young people 
to “be patient and get as

much education and train¬ 
ing for the type of jobs that 
are in demand today: the 
high-tech positions, the 
professional services, those 
kind of jobs.” Then wait for 


the economic picture to im¬ 
prove. 

“We really are dependant 
on the American consumer 
to pick up their socks and 
spend a little faster before 
Canadian exports recover 
and our economy strength¬ 
ens,” he said. 

“We see that scenario un¬ 
folding later this year and 
into next year, so it may just 
be a matter of time before 
the youth unemployment 
rate falls more significantly.”

‘Stickers’ let you home 
in on lost items via 
Bluetooth device 


Jimmy Buchheim is behaving 
oddly. 

On the floor of the world’s 
largest cellphone trade show in 
Barcelona, Spain, he’s looking 
at the screen of his iPod Touch, 
taking a few steps, and then 
looking again. Now and then 
he backtracks or turns, and 
looks again. Slowly, he confines 
his movements to a smaller and 
smaller area. Then he drops 
to his knees, and checks the 
screen again. 

“There we are!” he says. 

Buchheim has found his 
keys, which had been hidden 
behind a wastebasket by a 
skeptical reporter. On the key 
ring is a small disc, slightly big¬ 
ger than a quarter. That’s what 
Buchheim was homing in on, 
with his iPod. 

Buchheim’s Davie, Fla.- 
based company, Stick-N-Find 
Technologies, wants to give 
people a way to find things, 



whether it’s keys, wallets, TV 
remotes or cat collars. 

There’s no real trick to send¬ 
ing out a radio signal and hav¬ 
ing a phone pick it up. That’s 
been done before. What makes 
the Stick-N-Find practical is a 
new radio technology known 
as Bluetooth Low Energy, 
which drastically reduces tide 
battery power needed to send 
out a signal. That means the 
disc can be small, light enough 
for its sticky back to adhere to a 
lot of surfaces and be powered 
by a battery that lasts up to two 
years without recharging. The 


signal can be picked up as far 
as 300 feet away, under ideal 
circumstances. At the wireless 
show, though, the range was 
about 20 feet. 

One downside: It’s not 
cheap. Stick-N-Find charges $50 
for two “stickers” from its first 
production run. 

Another downside is that 
few devices can pick up the sig¬ 
nals. Bluetooth Low Energy is 
expected to become a standard 
feature in phones, but it’s not 
yet. Also, it won’t tell you exact¬ 
ly where your sticker is located, 
only how far away it is.

Heel! 


Users can set up a virtual 
“leash” between a sticker and 
a Bluetooth device. When the 
two move a certain distance 
away from each other, the 
sticker can start beeping, or 
the device’s screen can show 
an alert. That way, you could 
use a sticker in your wallet, 
linked to your phone, to let 
you know if you’re leaving 
either one behind.

modernist cooking—a science- 
tastic take on haute cuisine — 
has more home cooks adding 
laboratory-worthy ingredients 
and gizmos to their shop¬ 
ping. And that, of course, has 
spawned a mini-niche of online 
companies selling everything 
you need to play culinaiy al¬ 
chemist at home. 

At least a half-dozen com¬ 
panies now sell once-elusive in¬ 
gredients like sodium citrate to 
emulsify cheeses into creamy 
sauces, “popping sugar” that 
explodes in your mouth, and 
“meat glue” — transglutamin¬ 
ase — to create dishes like 
tilapia spaghetti (“spaghetti” 
made from tilapia). Alongside 


traditional equipment like 
cookie sheets and hand mixers, 
you can purchase pipettes to 
create “caviar” from various li¬ 
quids or smoke torches that in¬ 
fuse smoke flavour into dishes 
without heating them up. 

Even big retailers are getting 
in on the action. Williams-Sono- 
ma carries machines known as 
“sous vide,” which cook using 
a warm water bath. Amazon 
offers ingredients such as agar- 
agar (to make gelatins) and xan- 
than gum (to thicken sauces), 
as well as whipping siphons to 
create foams and digital scales 
that allow the home chef to 
weigh down to the hundredth 
of a gram, the associated press

This retelling of a 
classic fairy tale gets 
mixed reviews 


Richard: Mark, this is what 
used to be called a “ripping 
good yarn.” It’s got all the in¬ 
gredients of classic faiiy tales 
— a pretty princess, heroics 
galore, a dash of romance and 
loads of giant slaying! It’s a 
change from the usual Holly¬ 
wood faiiy tale retellings in 
that it remains fairly true to 
the source — there’s no Snow 
White and the Huntsman 
style ennui here — but what 
starts out as a family friendly 
romp turns much darker 
near the end and won’t be 
appropriate for younger Jack 
and the Beanstalk fans. 

Mark: I agree with “ripping,” 
I’m fine with “yarn.” It’s 
“good” I have trouble with. 

I thought it was made for 


people who enjoyed Clash 
of the Titans but found it a 
wee bit too cerebral. Here’s 
my plot synopsis: A giant 
beanstalk opens up a portal 
between Earth and the sides 
above, and one hour and 46 
minutes of the audience’s 
time is lost forever ... I may 
never eat edamame again. 

RC: But edamame is deli¬ 
cious! And so are parts of this 
movie. A small family could 
live underneath Nicholas 
Hoult’s cheekbones and the 
giants are really cool. It’s a 
large-scale CGI epic like Clash 
of the Titans, but I thought 
this one was far more suc¬ 
cessful in creating a world 
for the characters to live in. 
It’s a simple story of good 
versus evil, and in a battle 
between Clash’s Kralcen and 
this movie’s giants, I’d bet on 
the giants. 

MB: The giants give good 
grunt, I’ll give you that, but 
there’s not a lot of good dia¬ 


logue in this picture and the 
acting is rote. Let’s face it, the 
beanstalk has the best part. 

RC: The beanstalk cer¬ 
tainly takes top billing, but 
I thought it was fun to see 
Ewen Bremner — Spud from 
Trainspotting — in a juicy vil¬ 
lain role, backing up an evil 
Stanley Tucci, who seems to 
be having fun here. I saw it as 
a large-scale English panto¬ 
mime without the songs. 
There’s slapstick, elaborate 
costumes and you’re sup¬ 
posed to boo at the bad guys 
and cheer for the heroes. It 
won’t become a staple in my 
DVD collection, but I enjoyed 
watching the giant chef 
prepare pigs-in-a-blanlcet with 
live pigs! 

MB: Richard, that’s the one 
witty note in the picture, 
and it made me laugh too. So 
much more could have been 
made of the giants’ surreal 
world, but the film is surpris¬ 
ingly ... earthbound.

Your films over the last few 
years have leaned toward 
the serious and dour, yes. 
Was this a conscious effort 
to get something a bit light¬ 
er on your filmography? 

I never think about it from 
an outside point of view, 
like, “Now it’s time to do 
something light.” But I did 
feel within my own soul, I 


felt like I’d had the marrow 
sucked out of me, especially 
with My Week With Mari¬ 
lyn, just because it was so 
difficult. The core of who she 
was was veiy affecting for 
me to live inside of, so I was 
feeling more open to doing 
something that didn’t come 
at a personal cost. For me, I 
never feel like, “Oh, I have so 
many things to choose from 
and I just can’t pick. There’s 
just so many great options.” 
It’s kind of like desert, desert, 
desert, desert, oasis! So when 
that comes along, when I 
have that feeling from read¬ 
ing a script, whether it’s big 


or small or light or dark, it’s 
really more about if I see an 
outline of a character that I 
want to fill in. 

I’d assume that you’re get¬ 
ting sent all of the best stuff 
out there. 

I haven’t worked since I 
made this movie. I haven’t 
worked in over a year. It was 
a conscious choice, I definite¬ 
ly wanted to take some time 
off. This was a long movie to 
make and I like my life and 
it takes a lot to take me away 
from my family. But that 
choice wasn’t... constantly 
tested, for better or worse.

Dishing with Donald 


There is something Donald 
Trump says he doesn’t know. 

Trump has welcomed a re¬ 
porter to his 26th-floor comer 
office in Tmmp Tower to talk 
about All-Star Celebrity Ap¬ 
prentice. And here in person, 
this one-of-a-kind TV star, bil¬ 
lionaire businessman, ubiqui¬ 
tous brand mogul and media 
maestro strikes a softer pose 
than he has typically practised 
in his decades on public dis- 
play. 

Relaxed behind a broad 
desk whose mirror sheen is 
mostly hidden by stacks of 
paper that suggest work is 
actually done there, Tmmp is 
pleasant, even chummy, with 
a my-time-is-your-time ease in 
greeting his guest. 

He even contradicts his 
status as a legendary know-it- 
all with this surprising admis¬ 
sion: there’s a comer of the 
universe he doesn’t under¬ 


stand. 

The ratings woes of NBC, 
which airs his show, are on 
Tmmp’s mind at the moment, 
and as he hastens to voice 
confidence in the network’s 
powers-that-be (“They will ab¬ 
solutely get it right”), he mar¬ 
vels at the mysteries of the en¬ 
tertainment world. 

“If I buy a great piece of real 
estate and do the right build¬ 
ing, I’m really gonna have a 
success,” he says. “It may be 
more successful or less success¬ 
ful, but you can sort of predict 
how it’s gonna do. But show 
business is like trial and error! 
It’s amazing!” 

He loves to recall the iffy 
prospects for The Apprentice 
when it debuted in January 
2004. With showbiz, he de¬ 
clares, “You never know what’s 
gonna happen.” 

Except, of course, when you 
do.

“I do have an instinct,” he 
confides.

Which raises 
the question: Does he play a 
souped-up version of himself 
for his audience as Donald 
Tmmp, a character bigger and 
broader than its real-life in¬ 
spiration? 

He laughs, flashing some¬ 
thing like a you-got-me smile. 

“Perhaps,” he replies. “Not 
consciously. But perhaps I do. 
Perhaps I do.” 

Tmmp even seems to profit 
from the harsh attention fo¬ 
cused on his hair. 

“I get killed on my hair!” 
he says, with no trace of re¬ 
morse. But he wants everyone 
to know, “It’s not a wig!”

Boston Red Sox prospect Steven 
Wright knew he was taking 
a risk when he converted to a 
knuckleball pitcher a year and 
a half ago. 

In a league filled with hard- 
throwing hurlers, mastering 
a slower, more unpredictable 
pitch seemed difficult to justify. 

But R.A. Dickey’s Cy Young¬ 
winning season with the 2012 
New York Mets has boosted 
Wright’s confidence. 

“There was so much uncer¬ 
tainty to it before, but with RA. 
doing what he did last year, he 
solidified the fact that you can 
be veiy effective at it, and very 
consistent with it,” Wright said. 

The 38-year-old Dickey was 
20-6 with New York last year 
before he was traded in the off¬ 
season to the Toronto Blue Jays. 

“With the knuckleball you 
just don’t know,” Wright said. 
“It could be great, it could be 


not great. But last year, RA. 
proved that with the knuckle¬ 
ball, he can be just as effective 
as (Justin) Verlander, (Stephen) 
Strasburg, and the velocity that 
comes with those guys.” 

Tim Wakefield, who spent 
17 seasons as a knuckleballer 
for the Red Sox, agrees that 


Dickey has been invaluable to 
the cause. 

In Fort Myers, Fla., for three 
days helping Wright make 
“minor adjustments”, Wake¬ 
field stood on the mound with 
the 28-year-old during Wednes¬ 
day’s bullpen session, monitor¬ 
ing his delivery. 


As someone who knows 
first hand the complexities of 
the knuckleball, Wakefield is 
delighted by Dickey’s success. 

“He validated the knuckle¬ 
ball and made it popular,” 
the retired right-hander said. 
“There were so few of us that 
actually threw the pitch for

a living — guys like Wilbur 
Wood, Phil Niekro, Charlie 
Hough, Tom Candiotti, myself 
and now RA. — it’s a close-knit 
fraternity, so I was veiy proud.” 

Though the knuckleball 
brotherhood may be small, 
Wakefield believes its members 
have a responsibility to ensure 
their breed doesn’t die out. 

By helping Wright this 
week, Wakefield is doing his 
part, just as he did for Dickey in 
2008 when the then-struggling 
Seattle Mariner approached 
him for advice. 

“I’m very open when 
it comes to helping other 
knuckleballers,” Wakefield 
said. “It’s always nice to be able 
to bounce ideas off somebody 
that is walking in the shoes that 
you walked in for so long.”

DiPietrosays

New York Islanders goal- 
tender Rick DiPietro says 
comments he made about 
considering suicide in a 
recent interview were used 
for effect and were not 
meant to be taken literally.

DiPietro later clarified 
to ESPN and the New York 
Post that he wasn’t serious 
about the suicide com¬ 
ment and was attempting 
to show how his wife has 
helped him through “a try¬ 
ing last couple of years.”

Cycling. Will Livestrong 
survive post Armstrong? 
‘Hell, yes,’ says charity prez 


Leaders of the cancer charity 
founded by Lance Armstrong 
said Thursday that the organ¬ 
ization will persevere in the 
wake of the cyclist’s admis¬ 
sion that he used perform¬ 
ance-enhancing drugs. 

“I am on safe ground to 
say that the past year did not 
go as planned,” Livestrong’s 
executive vice-president Andy 
Miller said at The Livestrong 
Foundation’s annual meeting 
in Chicago — its first such 
gathering since Armstrong’s 
troubled departure. “Things 
happen that we cannot con¬ 
trol — cancer has taught us 
that. What do we do? We 
adapt.” 

He added later, “The 
Livestrong Foundation is not 
going anywhere.” 

Livestrong’s president, 
Doug Ulman, echoed that 
sentiment in prepared re¬ 
marks for the more than 500 
participants. 

“Our success has never 
been based on one person,” 
said Ulman, who was unable 
to deliver the speech in per¬ 
son because of travel delays. 
“Will the Livestrong Founda¬ 
tion survive? Yes. Absolutely, 
yes. Hell, yes.” 

Armstrong stepped down 
as chairman of the charity 
in October, saying he didn’t 
want his association to dam¬ 
age the foundation’s ability to

raise money and continue its 
advocacy programs on behalf 
of people with cancer. 

Among the steps the or¬ 
ganization is taking to es¬ 
tablish a new identity is to 
change its day of action each 
year from Oct. 2 — the date 
in 1996 that Armstrong was 
diagnosed with cancer — to 
May 17, the group announced 
Thursday. 

On that day in 2004, 
the charity launched their 
trademark yellow Livestrong 
bands. Since then, 87 million 
have been sold, Katherine Mc- 
Lane, the group’s executive 
vice-president for communi¬ 
cations, said.
